Pedestrian killed 
in collision in city 


A POLICE investigation is under way 
after a young Eastern European man 
was killed in Ely. 

Emundas Lymantas, 34, was walking 
in Angel Drove when he was involved in 
a collision with two cars. 

The tragic incident involved a Skoda 
Octavia and a Kia Soul and happened at 
around 8.15pm on Sunday. 

Mr Lymantas, who was of no fixed 
abode, was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

It is not known whether he was living 
rough in the Ely area or whether he was 
visiting the city. 

None of the occupants of the vehicles 
involved were injured. 

Residents have described their shock 
following the incident. 

One resident, of nearby Annesdale, 
said: “It’s horrible to think that some¬ 
one was killed not far from your door¬ 
step. 

“I was at home on Sunday night and it 
just seemed like any other quiet Sunday 
evening. 

“My heart goes out to the man and his 
family.” 

Another resident, of Back Hill, said: “I 
heard all the sirens but didn’t think for 
one minute anybody would have been 
killed. 

“Angel Drove is usually a busy place 
but not really on a Sunday night. 

“It’s just so sad to think that someone 
has lost their life.”

Police are urging anyone who wit¬ 
nessed the collision, or who has any 
information, to call the collision inves¬ 
tigation unit on 101 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555111. 

The collision happened just over 24 
hours after a motorist had to be cut free 
from their car after it crashed into a 
ditch. 

Emergency services were called to the 
collision on the A1101 at Welney, at the 
junction with the B1411. 

It happened at around 1.35pm on 
Saturday and the driver was cut free 
from the vehicle. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said: “We 
took the casualty to the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in King’s Lynn by land ambu¬ 
lance. 

“Their injuries were not believed to be 
life threatening.” 

Police and fire crews from Littleport 
and Wisbech also attended the incident. 

A motorcyclist also suffered injuries in 
a crash on the A142 last Wednesday 
morning. 

Emergency services were called to the 
single vehicle collision at Mepal at 
around 6.40am. 

According to police, the motorcyclist, 
a man, did not suffer serious injuries in 
the collision.

CAMPAIGNERS protesting against 
the contentious Cambridgeshire NHS 
tender staged a lobby in Ely on 
Tuesday. 

Around 30 campaigners armed with 
placards lobbied the meeting of the 
Cambridge and Peterborough NHS 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
at the Ely Cathedral Centre. 

Members of GMB - the union for 
NHS workers - UNISON, the South 
East Cambs Labour Party and Stop the 
NHS Sell Off turned out for the pro¬ 
test. 

They are angry because the CCG 
Older People’s Programme has been 
put out to tender in the largest con¬ 
tract of its type to date. 

The CCG insists the procurement is 
to “improve outcomes and service 
quality” for all patients but residents 
and community leaders are worried 
the move will leave elderly and vul¬ 
nerable patients in Cambridgeshire 
isolated. GMB is calling for the tender¬ 
ing process, which is worth up to £1 


billion and has been ongoing since 
April, to be stopped immediately. 

Steve Sweeney, GMB regional organ¬ 
iser, said: “There are still far too many 
crucial questions that remain unan¬ 
swered at this late stage in the process. 

“GMB have led calls for the process 
to be halted and have grave concerns 
over the integrity of the process. 

“Our NHS is too important to be 
used as an experiment and once it has 
gone is unlikely to return. 

“This could be a watershed moment 
for the NHS and key information 


should be in the public domain.” 

lo Rust, area organiser for UNISON, 
said the lobby went “very well” and 
that campaigners were “able to make 
their views heard”. 

She added: “We will be lobbying 
every single meeting that the CCG 
holds.” 

The CCG is urging patients not to 
worry about the change and says 
improving care for older people is one 
of its “key priorities”. 

The next CCG meeting is being held 
in Cambridge in the New Year. 


Police launch drink and 
drug driving campaign 


EXPECT to be caught if you 
drink drive - that’s the mes¬ 
sage from police. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
launched its annual drink 
and drug driving campaign 
on Monday and officers are 
warning motorists that 
they will be caught if they 
do either. 

The campaign, which 
runs until lanuary 1, will 
see stop checks being car¬ 


ried across the county to 
breath test drivers and 
carry out Field Impairment 
Tests to check whether 
drivers are under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs. 

Inspector Mark Rogers 
said: “Our message is clear 
- if you drive under the 
influence of drink and 
drugs, expect to be caught, 
it is reckless and irresponsi¬ 
ble.” 


Investigation into hay 
stack fires in Pymoor

Crews remained at the 
scene until 2.10am and one 
crew returned on Friday 
morning to monitor the 
fires as they burnt out. 

The cause was confirmed 
as deliberate.

Anger over lack 
of long stay 
parking spaces 


POST office staff are being 
given permission to park in a 
long stay car park in Ely - 
sparking anger from motor¬ 
ists. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is allowing the post 
office staff to park in the long 
stay section of Newnham 
Street car park while the post 
office operates from a portable 
building at the back of the High 
Flyer pub. 

The decision has angered reg¬ 
ular users of the long stay car 
park, who insist the council 
should provide extra long stay 
spaces for them to use. 

Sheila Clayton says the whole 
of Newnham Street car park 
should be made long stay while 
the post office is there. 

In a letter to the council, Mrs 
Clayton, who lives in Mepal 
and works at David Clark and 
Company in Ely’s Market Place, 
said: “I am concerned about 
the placement of the tempo¬ 
rary post office in Newnham 
Street car park and the effect it 
will have on parking spaces. I

am one of the many who work 
in Ely and park in the long stay 
car park daily. 

“We are very aware of the lim¬ 
ited spaces in long stay and I 
am one of the handful of driv¬ 
ers who queue quite patiently 
every morning while many 
inconsiderate driv¬ 
ers jump the queue 
before 8.30am. 

“With the arrival 
of the staff to the 
new post office I 
am very worried 
that this is going to 
cause a lot of ten¬ 
sion over spaces. 

“Many of the cars 
in there before 8.30am are 
swimming and could easily 
move to the short stay. Could 
we not just have that area total¬ 
ly long stay whilst the post 
office is there?” 

But Julia Davis, from the 
council’s community services 
team, said they could not make 
temporary changes. 


In a letter to Mrs Clayton, she 
said: “We have given much 
consideration to finding an 
appropriate location for the 
temporary unit in an attempt 
to assist the post office in 
maintaining a service to the 
local community. 

“We have taken into consid¬ 
eration the loss of a number of 
Newnham Street short 
stay spaces, however 
we have measured 
this against the 
recent creation of 
additional long 
stay parking in the 
lower section of 
Forehill car park 
when the new park¬ 
ing order came into 
force on October 1. 
“Unfortunately we cannot 
temporarily designate the 
whole of Newnham Street car 
park as long stay parking as 
this would require a legal 
amendment to the parking 
order which would require a 
further lengthy consultation 
period.”

Plans submitted for children’s care home 


A CHILDREN’S care home could 
open in Wilburton. 

The plans to change the use of 
number 6, Millfield Lane - a five- 
bedroom property - from a house 
to a care home have been 
submitted by Cheshire-based 
Premier Children’s Services Ltd to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

If approved, the change of use is 
flexible in that if the care home 
use was for some reason no 
longer needed then the building 
could be turned back into a house. 

In a statement to planners, the 
applicant’s agents said the 
building would accommodate up 
to five children or young people 
aged 10-18, with two care staff 


living with the group at any one 
time. They added: “It is stressed 
that this number could alter 
upwards or downwards with 
internal adaptation possible. 

“Ofsted inspection regimes will 
ensure that the quality of 
accommodation and management 
measures are good. 

“The number of young people 
living here is a matter of 
management under the Ofsted 
regime, not a matter for planning 
control.” 

They said the children’s home 
would also create up to 10 jobs. 

They said: “This home with five 
young people will benefit from a 
team of 10 full time staff 
dedicated to this home. 


“The high number is given for 
shift patterns, holiday cover, and a 
need to ensure a team of two is 
resident at the house 24 hours a 
day. 

“Each home has a connection 
and provides work for dedicated 
teachers and teacher’s assistants 
at schools or education centres, 
vocational instructors, care staff, 
and grounds maintenance staff.” 

They added: “The flexibility built 
into this submission will allow 
return to a residential use if no 
longer needed for a 02 use.” 

A decision on the plans is 
expected within eight weeks.

A DISABLED driver is furious after 
he received a parking ticket for 
leaving his 4x4 in the same spot he 
has used for the last decade. 

Alan Pope, 77, is angry after police 
slapped a ticket on his vehicle’s 
windscreen while it was parked at 
the top of Forehill in Ely with the 
blue badge displayed. 

Great-grandfather Alan, of Ely’s 
High Barns, parked it on the double 
yellow lines outside David Green 
Hairdressing on Thursday morning 
- as he does most market days - and 
returned within the permitted three 
hours to find he had been ticketed. 

Alan, who lives with his wife, 
Pauline, and is registered disabled 
with arthritis, said: “I’m absolutely 
furious. 

“I’ve been disabled for around 10 
years, have parked in that spot in 
Forehill for all that time, and have 
never received a ticket. 

“I just couldn’t believe my eyes 
when I saw the ticket. Quite a few 
other vehicles were ticketed that 
morning too. 

“What the police have done is 
wrong. If you have a blue badge you 
are entitled to park on double yellow 
lines for three hours. I have not done 
anything wrong. 

“I won’t be paying the £30 fine; I 
refuse to. It’s the principle. I’ve 
appealed the ticket and would rath¬ 
er go to court than pay the money - 
in fact I’d rather go to prison.” 

The issue with disabled drivers 
parking in Ely’s busy Forehill has 
been rumbling for some time. 

There are often vehicles parked on 


either side of the road, making it dif¬ 
ficult for motorists to get up and 
down the hill. 

So fed-up are some residents and 
shopkeepers, that there have even 
been calls in the past for Forehill to 
be made one-way to traffic. 

But Alan said: “I got the ticket on 
the Thursday morning and on 
Saturday I parked it in exactly the 
same spot when I nipped into town. 

“There were no police around and 
I didn’t get a ticket. 

“I certainly won’t stop parking 
there. Disabled drivers have blue 
badges for a reason and I will just 
appeal every parking ticket the 
police give me.” 

But a police spokesman said Mr 
Pope was ticketed because he 
parked his vehicle “ dangerously”. 

He said: “We are aware that motor¬ 
ists are parking at the top of Forehill 


close to Three Cup Walk on double 
yellow lines. 

“Those parked cars at the top of 
the road force motorists to have to 
drive on the wrong side of the road 
around a corner. Obviously this is 
very dangerous and could easily 
result in a collision with a car travel¬ 
ling in the opposite direction. 

“Where vehicles are parked in 
such a way they will be issued with a 
fixed penalty notice.”

They need to rethink this 

RE ‘What does the future hold now for city’s 
hospital’? 

The Cambridgeshire and Peterborough NHS 
Clinical Commissioning Group need to 
re-think. The NHS by definition is national and 
provides service. It has nothing to do with 
thinking of a way to pass the buck and avoid 
responsibility or with making a profit for a 
company’s members and/or shareholders. 

How can care for older people improve if you 
are selling it to a private company? A private 
company, by its very nature, is concerned with 
profits, not people, whatever honeyed words 
are produced by a comfortable committee that 
appears to be more concerned with its own 
security that that of the people it is supposed 
to serve. 

If the NHS Clinical Commissioning Group is 
serious about making improvements, it should 
look again at the funds it has available, reduce 
the inflated managers’ salaries and allocate 
that money directly to hands-on nurses to care 
for patients in their own homes, in care homes 
and hospitals. 

If anything needs to change, it is the attitude of 
large commissioning bodies which have little 
or no contact or understanding of those they 
are responsible for. This should start with The 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough NHS 
Clinical Commissioning Group by, for 
example, asking for ‘bids’ for the funds from 
non-profit making charities such as 
Alzheimer’s UK which provides invaluable 
support with their Admiral Nurses.

Couple organise aid 
for typhoon victims

THOUSANDS of pounds 
worth of food and equip¬ 
ment has been sent to 
grief-stricken communi¬ 
ties in the Philippines 
thanks to a kind-hearted 
couple. 

Gary and Evelyn Mills, 
from Soham, have made it 
their mission to try and 
help the thousands of peo¬ 
ple affected by devastating 
Typhoon Haiyan.

Det Con Dave Rabbitt, the inves¬ 
tigating officer, said: “This must 
have been a frightening experi¬ 
ence for the two women. It was 
purely unwanted attention from a 
group of boys who targeted the 
pair for whatever reason we are 
unsure. 

“We will be looking at CCTV from 
the train, station and surrounding 
area to gather a full picture of 
exactly what took place, but I 
would urge anyone who has any 
information, no matter how small 
they may think it is, to contact 
detectives urgently.” 

The arrested boys were aged 
between 13 and 17 years old. They 
have been bailed to return to 
police custody on January 4, 2014.

Boy, 13, admits 
pavilion arson 


A 13-YEAR-OLD boy set fire 
to a pavilion in Littleport 
because he “liked to look at 
fires and see how they 
burned”. 

The boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
pleaded guilty to arson of the 
Littleport Show Pavilion at 
Cambridge Youth Court last 
Wednesday. 

A fire was started in the 
pavilion on July 5 this year. 
The defendant said he and 
someone else had entered the 
property via the roof. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, 
said: “They both had lighters 
and started it together. It got 
out of control and they did 
not tell anyone. 

“The fire brigade were 
called to a fire there which 
had spread to the walls and 
ceiling. It was difficult for 
them to access the location 
and they described it as a sig¬ 
nificant fire.”

The court was shown pic¬ 
tures of the pavilion after the 
fire, which was started by set¬ 
ting items on top of a fridge 
alight. 

Ms Sassoli added: “The 
result of this was that a deci¬ 
sion had to be made whether 
or not to restore the pavilion 
and it works out cheaper to 
demolish it. 

“The cost varies from 
£12,000 to £14,000 and to 
restore it is in the region of 
£16,000.” 

The court was asked to take 
seven other offences into 
account including a burglary 
in which spray paint was sto¬ 
len and an arson attack on a 
bin at the village’s St George’s 
Medical Centre. 

Christina Metcalfe, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the charges had only 
come to light when the boy 


was questioned about some 
graffiti. 

She said: “I cannot stress 
enough that the evidence has 
come forward because of the 
boy himself.” 

The defendant’s mother told 
the court that at the time of 
the offences, he was “going 
down the wrong path”. 

But she said that since he 
had started a new school her 
son had a “much more posi¬ 
tive aura”. 

The boy was given a nine 
month referral order, ordered 
to pay £40 as a contribution to 
bringing the case to court 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Magistrate Rosie Spencer 
said: “A lot has happened in a 
short space of time and I 
think you have grown up a lot 
in that time. 

“You have the whole of your 
life ahead of you and you can 
do some good things in your 
life.” 


Hunt to find lorry driver who failed to stop 


A LORRY driver failed to stop 
following a collision with a 
car. 

A police investigation has 
been launched following the 
incident on the A1101 at 
Littleport. 

The driver of a red Ford 
Fiesta suffered minor injuries 
in the collision, which hap¬ 
pened near to the junction 


with Burnt Chimney Drove, 
at 6.40pm last Tuesday. 

The lorry failed to stop at 
the scene and continued 
towards Littleport. 

Police are urging anyone 
with any information about 
the lorry or its driver to call 
them. 

Officers also want the driver 
of the lorry to get in touch. 


Pc Andy Free, investigating, 
said: “I would urge anyone 
who saw the collision or 
where the lorry went after¬ 
wards to call police. 

“I would also appeal to the 
lorry driver to come forward.”

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Petition for 
end to mud 
on roads 


A PETITION has been launched 
calling for tougher action on 
those who leave mud on roads. 

Littleport resident Graeme 
Wigglesworth is so fed up with 
people, including farmers and 
construction workers, not cleaning 
up the mud they leave on roads 
that he’s launched an online cam¬ 
paign. 

His e-petition is calling on the 
Department for Transport to get 
tougher on those responsible by 
enforcing the Highways Act 1980. 

Mr Wigglesworth, 39, said: 
“There have been quite a lot of car 
accidents in the Ely and Fenland 
area recently where the main 
cause has been mud on the road. 

“Lots of local people, like myself, 
are fed up with farmers and con¬ 
struction workers not cleaning up 
the mud they leave behind and it’s 
got to stop. It causes accidents and 
nothing is really being done to 
make it stop. 

“The police say they can only 
caution those responsible but they 
need to be taking tougher action.

“Mud on roads causes issues for 
all drivers, as well as motorcyclists 
and cyclists, and that’s why I’ve 
launched the petition.” 

To date, the petition has been 
signed by more than 100 people. 
Its closing date is November 20, 
2014 and if 100,000 people have 
signed it by then it would be dis¬ 
cussed in Parliament. 

Mr Wigglesworth said: “If you’re 
sick of roads in your area being 
covered in mud then I’d urge you 
to sign this petition.” 

It comes just weeks after there 
were two car accidents within 
hours of each other on the A142 at 
Witchford because thick mud was 
left on the busy route. 

At the time, a Cambridgeshire 
Police spokeswoman said the only 
real powers officers have is to cau¬ 
tion those responsible.

‘Stop parking on junction’ 


DRIVERS are putting people's 
lives at risk by parking close to a 
sharp bend in Ely. 

That’s the message from angry 
residents who are pleading for 
motorists to stop parking so close 
to the junction where New Barns 
Road meets Deacons Lane. 

They say drivers are making it 
dangerous for pedestrians to cross 
the busy road - and it is difficult for 
motorists to see what traffic is 
coming around the bend. 

Mum-of-two Wendy Newson, of

New Barns Road, said: “Cars seem 
to be parking closer and closer to 
the junction and it’s got to stop. 

“Not only is it making it danger¬ 
ous for people like myself and my 
children to cross the road, as the 
cars are often blocking our view of 
what traffic is coming, but it’s also 
dangerous for cars driving around 
the bend.” 

Andy Curtis, of Deacons Lane, 


says the issue is worst on market 
days. 

He said: “On market days in par¬ 
ticular, there are cars and vans 
parked literally on the junction 
itself. 

“It’s getting ridiculous. As a driver 
myself it is just common sense not 
to park too close to a junction or 
bend but some drivers just don’t 
seem to have much sense. 

“I’m worried there’s going to be a 
serious accident at the junction 
soon.” 


Cambridgeshire County Council 
is urging drivers to be more “con¬ 
scientious”. 

A spokesman said: “We would 
urge motorists to be more consci¬ 
entious about where they are leav¬ 
ing their vehicles. 

“Parking close to a bend and busy 
junction is not safe and could cause 
an accident.”

Pay and ride bicycles 


Bike hire scheme to arrive at 
Ely station before Christmas

A SCHEME which encour¬ 
ages rail users to leave 
their bicycles at home and 
to hire one instead from 
the train station is being 
launched in Ely. 

Bike & Go is a European 
bicycle hire programme 
that is being rolled out to 
50 railway stations across 
the UK. 

It was launched at 
Liverpool Central Station 
in August and is set to go 
live in Ely before Christmas. 

To use the bicycles, which 
are fitted with standard 
locks, people will pay a £10 
annual subscription, plus 
£3.80 for 24 hours’ use. 


Andrew Bristow, Bike & 
Go business manager, said 
the scheme is based on the 
OV-Fiets scheme in 
Holland and Blue-Bike in 
Belgium. 

He said: “We’ve tried to 
use their templates and use 
their best practices, and try 
and incorporate the knowl¬ 
edge and expertise they’ve 
used and try to bring it to 
the English and British 
market.” 

Despite relatively small 
numbers of bikes being 
available at each station, 


Mr Bristow said there is a 
backup supply of the red 
cycles for particularly pop¬ 
ular stations. 

He said: “It’s only going to 
grow, it’s just we haven’t 
measured what the success 
of it will be yet, but that’s 
something we’re looking 
forward to these next few 
years.” 

The programme has been 
funded by a £1.65 million 
grant from the Department 
for Transport and match 
funded by Greater Anglia, 
Mersey Rail and Northern 


Rail. If the bicycles are a hit 
with Ely railway station 
users, it could also reduce 
the number of bikes being 
taken onto the trains 
themselves - something 
which is currently a con¬ 
tentious issue. 

As previously reported, 
Greater Anglia and First 
Capital Connect, have 
banned cyclists from tak¬ 
ing bicycles on rush hour 
trains - a move which has 
angered cyclists but been 
praised by rail users. 

A spokeswoman for 
Greater Anglia confirmed 
that the Bike & Go bicycles 
have arrived at Ely station 
and that they are hopeful 
the scheme will launch 
before Christmas.

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A dog is 
for life... 


A DOG owner who campaigns 
against the puppy farming indus¬ 
try is urging people not to buy a 
dog this Christmas. 

Bev Lawrence, from Ely, is a sup¬ 
porter of PupAid, an initiative set 
up by vet Marc Abraham in a bid to 
stop the practice of puppy farm¬ 
ing. 

Puppy farms are commercial 
businesses, where puppies are 
bred and often taken away from 
their mothers too young to be sold, 
either in pet shops, online or via 
small ads. 

Last May, Mr Abraham set up a 
Government petition to raise 
awareness about puppy farming 
and to try and bring it to a halt. 

More than 103,000 people have 
signed the petition to date, mean¬ 
ing it will be presented to 
Parliament in the New Year. 

Bev, 53, is not only urging people 
to sign the petition but is also call¬ 
ing for those considering purchas¬ 
ing a dog to rescue one from an 
animal shelter instead. 

She said: “Sadly, more and more 
people are buying puppies and 
dogs online or via small ads and 
the reality is that many of these 
dogs have come from puppy 
farms. 

“They are taken away from their 
mothers too young, they are 
unvaccinated, they are not social¬ 
ised and they often die young. 

“This Christmas there are a lot of 
people who will be tempted to buy

a dog or a puppy either for them¬ 
selves or as a gift and I would urge 
you not to. 

“Not only is Christmas not a wise 
time of year to be bringing a new 
pet into your home but it is also 
extremely irresponsible to buy one 
as a gift for someone else. 

“The saying that a dog is for life, 
not just for Christmas, could not 
be more true as they are a massive, 
massive responsibility. 

“Animal sanctuaries across the 
country are at bursting point with 
gorgeous dogs that are in need of a 
new home. 

“I would urge people to visit 
these shelters or contact a regis¬ 
tered breeder via the Kennel Club 
- not buy a dog from Facebook or 
from a pub car park.”

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Business Tax Relief 
for Motor Expenses?

How to account for motor expenses? 
This is a common question we hear 
when clients have just started in 
business. They are travelling on a 
regular basis for work, but what costs 
are actually allowable for tax? 

As a sole trader you have two choices; 
firstly you can enter the full running 
costs of your vehicle such as insurance, 
road fund licence, petrol, services and 
repairs and the capital acquisition 
cost of it. Then claim the business 
percentage use of these costs. The 
second option, which some clients find 
a lot easier to account for, is to keep 
a record of the business mileage that 
they travel and claim the H M Revenue 
and Customs recommended rate of 45p 
per mile for the first 10,000 miles and 
25p thereafter. 

As a limited company, life gets a little 
bit more complicated. If the company 
starts paying for the vehicle expenses 
and claiming a corporation tax 
deduction, the director may then have 
incurred a benefit in kind on them 
personally for the use of the vehicle. 
Therefore in most cases it is beneficial 
to claim a mileage charge instead. 

A van (including a twin cab pickup), 
however, is entitled to a 100% 
deduction for tax on the purchase 
price, so there are more tax savings to 
claiming the costs if you own one. You 
will however need to prove that it is 
used entirely for business usage. 

This is usually through a mileage log 
and evidence that you use another 
vehicle privately.

LOOSELY based on The 
Snow Queen by Hans 
Christian Andersen, Frozen 
proves that Disney's 
animated heroines have 
unquestionably come of age. 

Long gone are the rose- 
tinted days when princesses 
waited patiently for Prince 
Charming to sweep them 
off their feet or save them 
from some grim fate.Now, 
independent and self-assured 
heroines are just as smart 
and resourceful as their male 
contemporaries. . . and they 
don't need the love of a man 
to affirm their self-worth.

Drive for 


green 

HAVING a place to park a car by your home is 
important, there’s no arguing that. But is it more 
important than having an open green space to 
welcome you, visitors and nature to your front 
door? 

As traffic increases and time-hungry 
householders opt to pave or 
concrete their driveway to 
avoid garden maintenance, 
there's little doubt the state of 
our front gardens is spiralling 
downwards. 

Yet, points out horticulturist 
Joe Swift, pictured right, the 
front garden should be the 
first point of a welcoming 
haven. 

Swift, one of many 
gardening experts appearing 
in Great British Garden 
Revival, a new 10-part BBC2 series starting 
on Monday, visited one such haven in award¬ 
winning Rockcliffe Avenue, Whitley Bay, north 
Tyneside, where residents have transformed their 
paved street with colourful plants and containers 
overflowing with flowers. 

The result isn't just aesthetic, residents have also 
reported a much greater sense of community, 
with kids no longer 'causing havoc' in the street 


space 

and people no longer dropping litter. 

"A lot of people just concrete or pave their 
gardens over and just forget about the plants, 
but research shows how important plants are 
in reducing pollution, for wellbeing and house 
prices," says Swift. 

Creating a planting buffer 
between your home and traffic 
is also like putting a filter paper 
between you and the pollution, 
explains Rob Mackenzie, 
professor of atmospheric 
science at Birmingham 
University. 

"If you put plants very close 
to the traffic then they have 
a greater chance of soaking 
up the pollution and making a 
significant reduction, perhaps 
as much as 10 or 20%," he 

explains. 

Some three-quarters of households in Britain 
have cars - 40% of those have two cars - and 
the increased use of concrete or paving to 
accommodate them has led to huge drainage 
problems in some areas. 

Swift says there are products out there which 
can accommodate both plants and vehicles. In the 
BBC programme, he looks at reinforced hexagonal

plastic mesh which goes into the ground, and you 
can park your car on it when it has been filled 
with either gravel or plants. You lay it by firstly 
putting landscaping fabric over the soil to allow 
water to drain through and suppress weeds. Then 
place a layer of sand on to the fabric and embed 
your mesh into it. Then you fill your hexagonal 
slots with loamy topsoil and sand, which is perfect 
for sowing grass seed. Sow the seed in late 
summer, early autumn or spring. Before long, the 
grass will be growing above the mesh, but you 
can drive a car over it. Alternatively, use gravel 
or use a combination of gravel and grass seed or 
other low-growing plant, like thyme or camomile. 

"It's a way of softening the ground but still 
making it durable and tough enough to drive a car 
on. There are several products out there and you 
can get them online." 


Herbaceous ground cover like hardy geraniums 
and alchemilla mollis are pretty tough and can 
easily be incorporated into many front gardens, 
he notes. 

"If your front garden is in a shady area you could 
go for plants like hostas and ferns, anything that 
can take a bit of a battering and which you can 
get into the ground." 

He also recommends planting strongly scented 
plants in your front garden such as Christmas box, 
a really tough evergreen which you will notice as 
you enter or leave your front garden every day. 

"Wintersweet is another good scented plant, as 
are a lot of winter flowering viburnums which can 
fill the whole street with an incredible fragrance."
